Lighthouse, River of Life churches to switch sites

Pastor Eddie Marcum said the River of 
Life Assembly of God at 870 Savage Road 
needed more space and it was having multiple 
services to accommodate all the members. 

River of Life received approval from the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission 
to expand, but the neighbors at the public 
hearing on July 10 were not happy. They 
did not want the church to expand in their 
neighborhood. 

“And then this came up,” Pastor Marcum 
said of the purchase of Belleville Lighthouse 
Worship Center at 16650 Sumpter Rd. 

He said Lighthouse wanted a smaller church 
and River of Life needed a larger location. 
The switch in churches is part of the sale. 

Pastor Marcum said they hope to close on 
the sale on Sept. 13 and have their last service 
on Savage Road on Sept. 15 and their first 
service in the Sumpter Road location on Sept. 
22; 

If the closing goes on time, Lighthouse will 
also have its last service in its Sumpter Road 
location on Sept. 15 and its first at the Savage 
Road location on Sept. 22. 

“It’s right around the corner,” 
Marcum said of their new church. 

The Sumpter Road church is 34,000 square 
feet on almost 20 acres, just north of Bemis 
Road. The building includes a full court 
gymnasium with a stage, sanctuary, two 
kitchens, a dining hall, many offices and 
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classrooms and a work-out room with parking 
for about 200 vehicles. 

The Savage Road church is 4,889 square 
feet in size on about 8.72 acres, just west of 
Martinsville Road. 

Pastor Marcum said they plan to hold 
services in the gym for the first ten weeks 
so they can make some repairs. The grand 
opening of River of Life’s new location is 
planned for Thanksgiving weekend and they 
hope the whole community will come. 

He said the large church will be used for 


youth activities, community activities, 
special-needs services, and many more 
events. 


Every year the church has held a free 
luncheon for first responders and that will 
continue, he said. 

Pastor Marcum said Van Buren Township 
has asked him to be chaplain and he said he 
enjoys it. 

He said his daughter has a degree in teaching 
English as a second language and so that will 
be offered. 

“We’ve been blessed with a good 
congregation and we are really growing,” 
Pastor Marcum said. “And, we got a pretty 
good price.” 

He said his father Paul Marcum came to 
the Belleville area in 2002 and there were 10 
members in the church on Savage Road. He 
brought 15 with him. They went back to being 
an Assembly of God and now the church has 
close to 300 members. Pastor Paul retired 
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The Lighthouse Worship Center at 16650 Sumpter Rd., Van Buren Township, will hold 
its last service at this location on Sept. 15. On Sunday, Sept. 22, it will hold its first service 
in its new location at 870 Savage Rd., Van Buren Township. 


and turned over the church to his sons Pastor 
Eddie and Assistant Pastor Stephen. 

Pastor Eddie Marcum said when they first 
came to Belleville it was August of 2002 and 
there were 25 members. Now, just 17 years 
later they need a larger building, which is 
exciting, he said. 

Pastor Marcum said many family members 
take part in leading church activities, 
including his “retired” father. 

He said they will be removing the pews 
from their new sanctuary and putting in 
comfortable chairs, which will save them 
money in insurance costs. Pastor Marcum 
said it has to do with bolted-down pews 
being considered by the insurance company 
as part of the building and moveable chairs 
considered as contents. 

Work also had to be done on the septic field 
and last week he said that was close to being 
approved. 

In the summer of 2015, the Belleville 
Lighthouse Church, which then was located 
on Willis Road near Rawsonville in Sumpter 
Township, purchased the former Power 
Centre Church International on Sumpter 
Road in Van Buren Township. 

Lighthouse needed more space and already 
had construction drawings to expand its Willis 
Road church when it decided to buy the larger 
Sumpter Road site which was for sale. 

“Buying a much-larger existing church 
was a better choice than spending funds on 
expanding on our smaller facility,” said then- 
Pastor Jim Lockard. “We ended up with 
almost twice the space with great amenities. 
The new building even has the benefit of 
handicap access, bathrooms and an elevator.” 

The Power Centre church, built in 2006 
with seating for 400 on 19.06 acres, was listed 
for sale for $1,675,000 after the church filed 


for chapter 11 bankruptcy on Feb. 20, 2013. 
A bank in Georgia lent the congregation $6 
million to build the complex. 

Pastor Lockard then told the Independent 
that Lighthouse was able to buy The Power 
Centre for $850,000 with $650,000 paid at 
first and $250,000 more once the former 
church on Willis was sold. 

Lighthouse began in a storefront in 1965. 
By 1972, the congregation had grown 
significantly, so members completed 
necessary renovations and moved to 51185 
Willis Rd. When they outgrew that building 
in 1986, they added on a new sanctuary with 
classrooms and offices while the original 
sanctuary was converted into the current 
fellowship hall. As the years went by, they 
fully air-conditioned the building and added 
a shed in the parking lot for storage. The 
building is now 9,400 square feet in size. 

“We were blessed to have such a nice 
place to worship for all of these years,” 
Pastor Lockard said. “With this wonderful 
opportunity to relocate, we can pass on our 
blessings to a new owner,” he said in 2015. 

Now, Pastor Bob Lafferty and his wife 
Tina are leading Lighthouse and they also 
are passing on their blessings to a new 
owner. Pastor Lafferty said he grew up in the 
Lighthouse church and has been at Lighthouse 
for 18 more years after becoming a pastor. 

He said the congregation dwindled down 
and they tried to make a run of it, but that 
didn’t happen. 

“We need a smaller place now and this 
works out perfectly,” he said of the switch 
with River of Life. “We’re looking forward to 
it. We’re moving forward. That’s our motto: 
Moving forward, looking forward, no looking 
back.”

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Belleville last to approve new 
34" District Court funding agreement

On Sept. 3, the Belleville City Council 
approved the revised agreement with 
the 34 District Court on procedures for 
handling the money. 

Belleville was the last of the five 
communities that make up the 34" District 
Court to approve the agreement. Others 
that approved it are Sumpter Township, 
Huron Township, Van Buren Township, 
and the City of Romulus. 

Romulus is the host community. 

At the Sept. 3 meeting, Belleville Mayor 
Kerreen Conley said it all started when the 
communities got a letter, “a very premature 
letter from the court.” 

That was the March 27 letter signed by 
all three judges at the 34 District Court 
alleging that each of the communities was 
owed money by the City of Romulus. 

At a Romulus City Council meeting on 
March 25 a court employee suggested 
Romulus had possibly misused funds or 
stolen money from court funds to cover its 
bottom line. 

Mayor Conley said the communities all 
met together and there was not enough 
information. 

That’s when the court sent a request for an 
audit to the state and Paul J. Paruk, regional 
administrator for the Michigan Supreme 
Court Administrative Office, did a study 
and on Aug. 5 in a letter recommended the 
municipalities and the court approve a new 
funding agreement and put everything in 
writing to avoid an expensive law suit. 

This agreement, now signed by all 
involved, is the result. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer said 
she went to a recent meeting of all the 
municipalities and all three judges were 
there, along with Paruk. 

In other business at the 40-minute 
meeting on Sept. 3, the council: 

e Approved holding a public informational 
session of the city council at 7:30 p.m., 
Monday, Oct. 14, at the Belleville High 
School Commons, if possible, to discuss 
with the public the proposed tax assessment 
for police and fire which will be on the 
Nov. 5 ballot; 

e Approved use of the Fourth Street Square 
by Egan’s Pub on Nov. 1-3. This includes 
a Witches’ Ball from 7 p.m. to midnight 
on Nov. 1, crafts from noon to 4 p.m. on 
Nov. 2, and a private event for Moving the 
Mitten from noon to 5 p.m. on Nov. 3.A 
tent will be put up that will house all three 
events and a liquor license obtained for all 
three days. Therese Antonelli of Moving 
the Mitten said the chamber doesn’t get a 
big check from Wayne County Community 
College for the tent like it used to. The 


Witches Weekend will finish October’s 
Booville events and local business owners 
will write a check for the tent; 

e Approved Winterfest activities for Dec. 
5-8 as requested by the Belleville Area 
Chamber of Commerce. These events 
also will include a tent on the Fourth 
Street Square, with vendors in the tent on 
Thursday for Ladies’ Night Out, Family 
Fun Night with movies on Friday, and 
on Saturday pancakes, arts and crafts, 
Animal Magic, soup crawl, a night parade 
and a possible band in the tent, or maybe 
fireworks on Saturday night, or Santa 
under the tent. This is still being decided. 
The Sunday event is open. The theme of 
the parade was announced as “Christmas 
Movies”; 

e Approved a resolution to implement 
a local pavement warranty program and 
a resolution to adopt a local pavement 
watranty program, as recommended by 
Hennessey Engineers. The engineers said 
the Michigan Legislature created a law in 
2015 that requires each city and village 
in the state to adopt this program. DPW 
Director Rick Rutherford said if the city 
got state or federal funding for a road 
project, these resolutions would need to 
be in place. “If you want to be in the pool, 
we’d need this in place,” Rutherford said, 
adding, “As soon as I can find some state 
or federal funds, I’ll be all over it”; 

e Approved the mayor’s reappointments 
of Jim Chudzinski and Alicia McGovern 
to the Downtown Development Authority, 
with terms to expire Dec. 31, 2022; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$334,191.33 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to David C. Brown 
Funeral Home, $1,500 for a headstone 
replacement (damaged by the city, claim 
filed with MMRMA - the city has a 
deductible of $1,000, so it would get $500 
from the insurance company); to James 
Millen, $1,350 for a grave buyback, from 
cemetery fund; and to Burhop Collision, 
$541.87 for truck repair from the Streets 
fund; 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer announce 
that the Civil Service Commission would 
meet at | p.m., Sept. 5, to hold interviews 
for two account clerk positions; 

e Heard Mayor Conley announce that 
applications are now available for the 
annual Scarecrow Contest, with a deadline 
of Sept. 20. She said judging will be Oct. 
20; 

e Heard Rutherford announce that water 
taps will be put in for the new buildings 
in the 500 block of Main Street on Sept. 4 
and 5. He suggests drivers heading toward 
the bridge use Main Street to Fifth Street, 
and then North Liberty Street to avoid the

congestion on Main, which was expected 
to be just one lane for the 500 block. 
Rutherford announced the new ropes 
have been put in place at Horizon Park. 
Rutherford also said he needs people to 
take lead and copper samples from their 
home taps for the state. He said at first 
the samples required by the city were 
six and now he’s been told he needs 26. 
Many people in the audience at the council 
meeting volunteered to take samples from 
their homes; and 

e Heard Kollmeyer say the city has a 
private resident who paid for the new rope 
for the park and the city wanted to say a 
big thank you to them. In the future, if the 
person approves the release of the person’s 
name, she will tell everyone who the 
person is. 


Van Buren fire fighters 
help Ypsilanti Twp., 
Augusta with house fire 


The first Ypsilanti Township fire truck to arrive 
at the scene of a raging house fire Saturday 
night was temporarily taken out of commission 
by a falling power line, according to published 
reports. 

Flames had engulfed the first floor of a 
two-story, vacant home in the 7900 block of 
Rawsonville Road, in front of an airport north 
of Bemis Road, when the first fire truck arrived 
about 9:50 p.m. Saturday, Sept. 8. 

A power line fell on top of the truck and the 
crew had to abandon the pumper and bring ina 
second truck. No fire fighters were injured. 

Fire crews from Van Buren and Augusta 
townships, along with the City of Ypsilanti, 
assisted with the blaze. The cause of the fire is 
under investigation.

New library branch 
in Sumpter moving 


forward fast 


On Tuesday, the Belleville Area District 
Library Board approved turning over the 
$200,000 in its budget earmarked for the 
new branch library in Sumpter Township, 
as laid out in the district library agreement. 

Work at the hexagon building across from 
the Sumpter Township hall has been revved 
up and the library director estimates the 
branch will be open in November. Sumpter 
Township officials expect it to open in late 
October. 

It’s coming fast — and will have lots for 
Sumpter residents: computers with internet 
and Microsoft Office, wireless access, 
printing, scanning and faxing, as well as the 
ability to return books and pick up holds. 
The library users in Sumpter no longer will 
have to make the long drive into Belleville 
to have library services. 

Director Mary Jo Suchy said Tuesday 
that the branch library hours are being 
considered. She has tentatively proposed 
Monday and Wednesday from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m., Tuesday and Thursday from 3 to 8 
p.m., and Saturdays from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

They are looking at having two staff 
members on hand to help the residents. 

This is an exciting time for Sumpter 
readers and those without computer access. 
They are going to have the most cutting- 
edge services available and still be able to 
put their hands on real books. The ribbon- 
cutting is being planned.

The delivery companies say he 
cannot get deliveries at 574 W. Columbia, 
Belleville, because there is no such address. 
It’s in Van Buren Township, they say. 

Wolters said he can hardly wait to talk 
to VBT Clerk Leon Wright about this. As

authorized the change of VBT addresses in 
the 48111 zip code to be indicated as Van 
Buren Township.

Buren Police and they told her they don’t 
do anything unless money is taken. 

Now, she’s changing her passwords and 
sending out messages to her friends. She 
brought the email to the Independent to alert 
others to the scam so they can be aware.
